DISSOLVING VI MVS 
DHYDtH'K. 



OF THE 



Matters in connection with the drydock 
have assumed many phases since the 
commencement of the work, and the se- 
ries of dissolving views — financial, po- 
litical and otherwise— are probably not 
yet exhausted. In all of them, however, 
i hero is the same central object of melan- 
choly interest— the drydock itself in a 
remarkably unfinished state. f Sometimes 
it is seen by day to lie alive with work- 
men and surrounded with engineering 
paraphernalia; and then it appears in 
solitary grandeur by moonlight alone — 
with a defaulting contractor dropping 
briny tears into it for the losses which 
the province or private individnsh will 
have to sustain. Then, again, there are 
views in bright daylight in which one can 
almost hear the whistle of the donkey- 
engine, and the exulting shouts of the 
twelve to forty laborers with which the 
government are bringing the work to a 
triumphant completion before the coffer- 
dam shall finally yield to the pressure of 
circumstances and sonic high tide sud- 
denly becomes master of the situation. 
Now another view begins to gyrate on the 
political screen with cheerful distinctness. 
A gentleman from Canada stands beside 
t he drydock and proposes to the govern- 
ment to finish the work and assume all 
the liabilities of the last defaulting con- 
tractors. But the government hesitate. 
They are thinking how popular and pa- 
triotic it would he to finish the dock by 
day's work, the more so as no man could 
ever predict when it would be finished, 
nr what it would cost. "Men may come 
and men may gu, but the dock goes on 
forover,-" has become the favorite poetical 
^notation of the members of the govern- 
ment. Under present circumstances the 
expenditure would he a most convenient 
M.nrco of patronage; the drydock and the 
government would then form a mutual 
aid and benofit society" whose affairs 
could never be wound Up in any reasona- 
ble time, and the opposition that wished 
in get into power would have to run an 
opposition|dock. Notwithstanding, it is 
imperative the drydock should be finished. 
It the proposal alluded to has been made, 
if its conditions are free from objections, 
and if those making it are capable of as- 
suming its responsibilities, why should it 
not bo accepted '. Almost anything in the 
shape of a solvent contractor is better 
than an increase of government patronage, 
and it will be a hopeful condition of the 
future if by some means or other all 
governments arc cropped as closely as 
possible ill this particular and made to 
Maud on their own merits, if they have 
any. The last contractors forfeited 
*10,(JOO, which it is presumed they paid, 
but probably no one ever heard to what 
useful purpose the money was deroted. 
There are many benevolent objects for 
which it could lie used, without actual 
misappropriation, which would greatly 
promote the views of the government 
during the recent election, and we hope a 
wise discretion was exercised, and that a 
"due regard to economy in the govern- 
ment" election expenses made drafts on 
the $10,000 deposit unnecessary.

Increase in Imports. 

t The official Canada Gazette shows that 
tho value of goods entered for consump- 
tion during tho month ending 30th April 
amounted to $8,225,603. As compared 
with the value of imports for consumption 
for the corresponding mouth of last yoar 
these figures show an increase of §1,372,- 
752, or a little over twenty per cent. It 
is a matter of some interest to note the 
several articles on which this large in- 
crease of imports occured. In the im- 
portation of coal, over the corresponding 
month last year, there has been an in- 
crease ,of 13,837 tons, representing an 
increased value of §73,341, or nearly 
twenty-live per cent. ; while the impor- 
tation of flour and meal increased from 
891,097 to §114,007 as compared with tho 
corresponding month of last year; the 
duty on the same appears to have fallen 
from §11,8-10 to §10,70(7. Thoro ia some- 
thing significant in the fact that in the 
importation of nearly ovory class of man- 
ufactured goods an increase ia shown. In 
the importation of iron and steel and its 
manufactures there was an increase of 
§220,802, or something over thirty-eight 
per cent. In the importation of provis- 
ions there also appears an increase of 
fiver thirty per cent. Although (he 
monthly statement of goods exported 
from Canada (inclusive of British Colum- 
bia) is published for the month of June, 
the statomenl of imports has only now 
been published for the month of April. 
Nut as 111 the statement of imports, in 
the exports a falling oil is shown as com- 
pared with t!ie corresponding month of 
last year. The total value of exports for 
the month of June, 1881, amounted to 
§10,U47,78o, while the statement of ex- 
ports for the corresponding month of the 
current year only shows a value of §0,- 
351,873, a decline of 8805,1111. A decline 
in the export of manufactured goods is 
shown, while as already slated the impor- 
tation of manufactured goods has in- 
creased.

An Act of the IT. S. congress, approved 
August )l, 1882, enacts that there shall be 
levied, collected and paid a duty of fifty 
cents lor each and every passenger not a 
citizen of the United States who shall 
come by steam qr sail vessel from a fnr- | 
uign port to any port in tho United 
States. The said duty shall be paid to 
the collector of customs nearest thereto, 
j by the master, owner, agent or consignee 
: of every such vessel within twenty-four 
j hours after the entry thereof into such 
j port. The money thus collected shall be 
paid into the United States treasury and 
shall constitute a fund to lie called the 
immigrant fund, and shall be used to de- 
fray the expense of regulating immigra- 
tion and for tho care of immigrants arriv- 
ing in the United Slates, fur the relief of 
such as are in distress and for tho geuoral 
purposes and expenses of carrying this 
Act into effect. The duly imposed by 
this section will lie a lion upon the vessel 
which shall bring such passengers into 
the United States, and shall be a debt in 
favor of the United States against the 
owner or owners of such vessels. In a 
circular to collectors Secretary Folger al- 
ludes to this Act as referring to " immi- 
grant alien passengers,'' and not excur- 
sionists or casual visitors entering the 
United States.
